A SURBTY'S LIABILITY. 


IMPORTANT JUDGMENT. 
CHARLES FORD 0, CHANG TAT. 

His Lordship gave judgment this morning 
in the casa in which Me O. Ford, Superin.° 
tendent of the Afforestatiun aud Botunical- 
Department, sited ‘the snreties ‘of a con- 
tractor who had failed to fulfil his contract. 
The Jndgment is‘as follows :~ . 

‘This is an action brought against a surety. 
The plaintif’ is a Government Ufficer ‘in

locum tenens, Dir Westland, entered into a 
contract with one-Cheung Fuk Lee on tho

the Blut July 1886, ‘and in case tho work was 
nut completed a penalty of 826 a week was 
to be oxadted for every week’ tho work was 
left undone, The contractor also bound 
himself by. the specification, which is not 
quite consistent with the ubovo stipulations, 
for in: the spesification the whole nam, 
ber is to be completed by 30th May. if ro- 
quired, The contractor waa to supply men 
jointly with foresters in counting the pita, 
and the contractor was to mark with lines of 
pickets to the Acting Superintendent's sh.’ 
tisfaction at the euid uf each weok, ‘the pits, 
cottntod. : Inoteof the cunditions it is atipu- 
luted that paymenta will be madeonaccount 
of works in progresa for which a éluim must, 
be serit in, but out of avery payment on uc- 
count 20, per cent. willbe reserved na a 
guarantee fund until the completion of the 
contract be certified, Incase uf dolay the 
Superintendent will provide men and com- 
lete the work out of funds that may be 
ua to the contractor, The defendant be- 
came surety for tho contractor, Uboung Fuk 
Leo, fulfilling his contract, and mora parti- 
cvlarly described in. the specifications and 
conditions.
